A vOlume of the posthumous thouglts aod 
beme of this distinguished Germas writer 
bas been iseved in Europe.

In the midst of his de>aucheries he 
was stricken with paralysis im 1547, aad at 
onee became « burden to himecif and his 
few frends, althouch his mind remained cleur 
and -tromg to the last. He did pot seem to 
have inspired many with friendship tor him, 
bis wmisfortases having rendered = him 
satircal end bitter. Estranged thus 
simoet from all except his publisher's fam. 
ily, be died. The merit of his style 
is edmirably described by Mr. Wm. Cullen 
Bryant as consisting in its “transparency and 
eweeiness, which no transiativa can repre- 
seut'’ Among the pruse thoughts are these 
morvid mutterings and railings aod weird 
Sights of a weary imagination: “The Ger- 
mans keep no better abroid tuan exported 
beer.’ “Why siug the rose, Aristocrat? Siog 
the democratic potato, the pe ples food!” 
“Wise men think new thoughts, and fools 
“spread them.” “It is said, ad praise of a dra- 
matic poet, that he knows bow to draw tears. 
The talent is possessed, too, by the poorest 
ovion, and with this he shares his fams.”’ 
“Toe earth is the great rock to which hu 
mavity, the real Prometheus, is chained, 
while the vulture of doubt tears its vitals. It 
has stolen light aod istortured furit"” “The 
monkcys down on men as degenerate 
specumens of their race; just as the H >lland- 
© 5s call Geiman spoiled Datch.”” “Puilarete 
(Chasles arranges autbors, pot by externals 
(vationality, epoch, class of works, as epic, 
dramatic or lyric), but according to the ia- 
ward epiritual character, by elective affiaity.

Particulars of the Assassination of 
Gen. st. Juha Liddeil. 


The New Orleans Picavune publishes th 
staicment of an eye witness of the Killing of 
Gen. Liddel on the New Orieaas and Camden 
packet St. Mary's, The murder was the re- 
eul' of « loag-etanding fead, which, it is said, 
bed Leen revewed in some way io connec iou 
with the transactions out of which gre@# the 
killing of John Nixon, Jr, at the Boston 
Club rooms in New Usieaws. 

‘The boat was on ner way to New 
from Camden, and was laying at Garrett's 
Lavuing, ak og on cotlon, when Cuthbert 
and William Jovues, sons of Col. Chas. Jones, 
came ow board and -aid that their father was 
wo get oo the boat at his landing, as uc O6WaS 
going to New Orleans with cotton. This 
came lo Gen. Liddell’s ears, and he asked one 
of the clerks of the bout to let Jones kaow 
Vhat he was on board, and that he had etter 
not come op. This was told to the two 
young Joncecs, who went ou shore and 
stared fur their home about one mule 
Lelow. 

When the boat reached Jones’ Landing, 
Colonel Jones was seen on shore, with his 
iwupk realy apd having some tweaty ba) « of 
cotton toship. The boat bad considerabie 
trouble to make her landing, and General Lid- 
deli, with Celonel Morrison and a Mr. Mar- 
bury, sat down at the officers’ table and com- 
meteed to dine. Colonel Jones come on

The ball from Gen Liddell’s pistol missed its 
aim and lodged im the lop of the cabin abuut 
wwenty five feet trom where the General fell, 
Gen. Liddell did not speak after he was shot, 
but died tranicdiately. 

lL pop examinaion it was found that be had 
been struck Uiree times, two of the balls en- 
tering very near tho nipple of Une left breast, 
and one io the neck. 

There were four other balle: holes found ta 
the wood Work near where he fell. After te 
shooting, Col. Jones called on Col, Morri- 
son Ww arrest him; but it appears no actual 
atcps to do #0 were taken by the gentieman 
named. Col. Jones and his sons then went 
wm shore, and the boat returaed lo the Lid- 
dell plantation with the body, Where it was 
left in the charge-of Col Morrison.

Tk SEQUEL OF THE NIXON Homicipn. 

Those who knew the parties to the business 
transaction out of which grew the quarrel b 
tween Mr. Charles W. Cammack and Mr. Jobn 
collision at the Boston Club 
in this city which resulted in Mr.’ Nixon's 
death bave, ever since that most deplorable 
event, been apprehensive that the other 
partie: to the transaction alludel to would 
mect in ihe deadly conflich. Thelr fears were 
not without foundation as the late latellizence 
from Bieck riser proves. It seems from in 
formation which reached New Orleans on 
Tueceday evening that Gen. 8t. John R. Lid- 
dell was kilicd on Monday afternoon last at 
Jones’ Landiog,a few miles below the town 
of Trinity, In Catahoula parish, by Mr. Cuas. 
Jones, aided by his two sons, Cuthbert and 
William Jones. Gen. Liddell aod Mr. Jones 
were prominent cituzens and plauters of Cata- 
houla pariksh, and the colliion which has 
enced in the death of the former is the sequel, 
or,more correctly speaking, one of the conse. 
quences of the homicide of Mr. John Nixon 
and the aflair which brought about the boml- 
cide. 

To give our readers an understanding of the 
causes which led to these lamentable occur- 
rences, we mustgo back some years to allude 
to a bitter family fead which existed on Black 
river between the families of Liddell and 
Jones, and which it would seem has broken 
out afresh when it had almost been {ten 
by the community. At the time we speak of,

The Reported Death of Dr. Living. 
stone. 

The murder of Dr. Livingstone, the Afri 
eon explorer, which Was reported a few days 
avo, is not beliewed by the wost competent 
authorities io England. Sir Roderick Mur- 
ehison, himeelf an old African explorer, pab- 
iishes a letter in which he devies the proba. 
bility of Dr. Livingstone Laving been at the 
bead of the Congo river, oipety days’ juurney 
from the mouth, where, acccrdivg to Cap- 
iain Cochrane's statement, be was ourned by 
the natives as a sorcerer. From what is 
known of the course Dr L vingstone intend 
ed to take it is impossible unat he could have 
been in this locality by the time indicated. 

Mr. Horace Waller also writes, pointing out 
the difficulties in the story related to Captain 
Cochrane esars. Grant, Brodie & Co., of 6 
East India avenue, Leadenhall street, publish 
a translation of a Portuuese letter which has 
been in their possession some weeks, and 
which they believe to coutaiuv the story which 
was told fo Captain Cochrane.

ESQUIRE THOMAS SHELTON, 


Death of the Most Remarkable Man 
ot His Section.

E«qoire Shelton died at his resideace in Ab 
cideep, on Tue: day night last, at the advaaced 
age of ninety-foar years. He was born to 
Mtaflerd county, Virginia, m 1776, aad in 
sbout 1812 emigrat to this county. In 
1516 he was elected a Justice of the Peace for 
Brown county, Oblo, which office te held 
without imterruption to the day of his death.

it bas been e-timated that he has united in 
the bonds of wedlock over four thoussnd 
coaples, or elght thousand persovus, Hun- 
folk of youeg people frum this State, waose 
parents were anfavorable to their plaas, have 
flown to the old “squire,”’ aod found his ser- 
vices uo efficient remedy for their misfor- 
tunes. He always claimed that the majority 
of his marriages were happily made, an! if 
they turned out to the coatrary he consoied 
himeelf with the reflection that bis own part 
wos well done and he was not to blame. the 
old gentleman, for many years previous to 
his death, had a peculiar passion for buying 
and trading watches, aud it was said 
of bim that he seldom made a good trade, 
He has purchased as many 86 Six watches 
in ope week, and bas traded them off tor 
other watehes within the next week. He was 
a zealous and life-long Democrat, taking great 
interest in tae progress aad prosperity of bis 
party, and never vocing any other ticket. He 
Lad many geperous impulses, and the mem. 
bers of his family and his neighbors were 
much ¢teached to him. 

His funeral will take place from the Baptist 
church in Aberdeen, at 95¢ o' cloek this mora. 
ing, afler which he wili be brought to this 
slue and buried beside his wife, ou the farin of 
Mr. Kerr, below tne city.

removal, and wherefore negligence, in some 
degree, was implied by the taiure of the offl- 
cers and agents of the corporation to remove 
it; and, moreover, the attention of ‘the sec- 
ion boas,"’ an o nate to an engtl- 
neer end subject to bts orders, had been drawe 
le tbe p cessity of remuvipg the tree but re- 
cent.y before the disaster. The danrer and 
covecquent pecessity of romoving the tree 
might have been observed by Filbem, as well 
as by other employes engaged in running 
trains on ibe roed; and if they were, it eae bie 
duty (oO cause the removei of the tree or re- 
port the mcessity of dulag 60 lo some supe- 
rior officer. 

The ques‘iovs presented for the decision of 
this court, so far as deemed csasential, lavolve 
the action of the court below, in relation to 
imsiruc 10ns to ube jury. 

Rejecting severui lostructions asked by cach 
party, the court! its owo motion, instruct. 
ed the jary, in + ubstance, that it was the daty 
of the corporation to keep the roadfree froin 
all objeec!s and obstructions which might im- 
perl the safe transit of trains; and that dut 
re- ted on a] its agents engaged upon the roa 
in the transit of ‘rains, aad especially on the 
road-masier and bis subordinates, the “section 
boeree;"’ and if the jury believed, from the ev- 
idence, that either of these koew, or was fo- 
tified, that sald tree was decayed, and, from 
ite condit.on, subject to fall, or be Dlown down 
eeroes the road, and thus imperil the safe 
transit of trains, and was so apprised long 
enough to have removed the por, aod failed 
to du #0, such fai.urc was williut neglect with- 
in the meaning of the statate, And if the jary 
furtber believed, from the evidence, that the 
deat of Filbem was ciused by such negibect, 
aud that he cold not by the «tse 
of ordifary care and diligence an bis 
curt, a8 an employe of the defeodaat, 
have avoided the consequences of such pegiect, 
the law Was for the plaiotif, aud they suouid 
so tind. 

If, bowever, Filbem, as engineer or em- 
plove of the defendant, by the use of ordina- 
ry care and dillwence on his part, could have 
ayowed the comsequence of said neglect, and 
failed to do eo, then the jJary should dod for 
the defendant. 

These expositions of the law of the case are 
questioned by the arguinent for the uppeilant, 
as erropecus and misieading, aud we th ak 
riehtiy so. By the dedioition given by tae 
court of the duty of the corporation, as to ob 
ice's and obstructions which might 1 nperil 
the tearsit of trains, and the reepomsibility 
arising from the failure of the agents of the 
corporation to remove such causes of danger, 
the jury were, in «ffect, told that, ordinarily, 
the defendant was not only liabie for negii- 
geoee, eliher proximate or remote, bul that 
they must reward all accidents or misfortanes 
occurring in consequence of the falliag or 
displecement of vataral objects along the line 
of the road, as the reau‘tof such negligence; 
and cepecially 60 if the objects were such as 
could have been removed, whether trees not 
apperently dangerous, or masses of stove, or 
embenkmests, which might fall upoa the 
track, but probably never wou! 

From the nature of the couotry through 
which the ow road passes, and (he 
great expense, If not the impossibility, of ren- 
dering its track entirely secure from liability 
two ace dental obstractions, it could nut be ex 
pected’ thal every possible cause of dauger 
could be removed. And while, lo the ruavimg 
operations of the road, the law exacts of Lue 
corporation a degree of care anid vigilance 
commensurate with the importance of that 
business and the peril which might arise from 
negier', 't rot reguired to wprevide 
agaivet all such unforeseen acclhlien's or mi>s- 
fortunes cs could not be averted by the uluaust 
diliwer ce ip the mavage:nent ofthe road And 
as the jary, In pessinug on the question whether 
there wae or was not willfal neglect of daty 
on the part of the corporation, acting through 
ite agents, may have been misied by a misap- 
prehension of the scope and extent of the 
duties of the corporation, It was erroneous 
ard prejudicial to it for the court, in ite ie 
structions, to ascer bec to it obliyatiow w 
the law did not impose, 

it is coptenced for the appellaot that, as 
both Flibem and the ‘“‘section boss,’ to who ve 
Siglinquency the disaster is imputed, were on 
gaged in the service of the corporation ia the 
same ceoeral branch of its business, having 

viw the safe passage of trains over the 
road, the maxim reapoudeal superior dows 
not epply in behalf of the representative of 
Filbem in this case, ud we are referred to 
the cas: of the Ohio and Miseissipm Railroad 
Compasy ve. Hamersby, 25 Indiana, 571; 
Wright vs New York C -ntral Railroad Com 
pany, 25 N. Y¥., 502 Farwell vs. the Boston 
and Worcester Railroad Company, 4 Met. 
(Messe .) 49, and other adjndced cascs in this 
country and in England assuthority. But, so 
far as these decisions may support the princi 
ple asserted in this case, that the fact thal the 
injury complained of was -uflered by oae em- 
ploye in conscquence of the nezlect of 
anbotber ip the same ceneral service, exempted 
the corperation entirely from responsibility 
forthe ijury, {t will suffice to say that this 
court, in the case of the Lovieville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company vse. Collins, 2 Duyall, 
114, carefully reviewed the rule now sought 
to be applied, and while there exemption is 
copceded, as to the common hazards incident 
to the acceptavee of employment in connec 
thon with Others, aed which the employe u 
presumed to have undertaken to ri-k, te 
rule a applicable to cases of groas of willful 
neglect on the part of another servant, by 
waut of tidelity or criminal 
barm resuite to his felow-em 
, in the diecharge of nis duty, 
Was rejected a6 “incoosictcat wit) prin 
cip ¢, analogy, and public policy;’’ aod it was 
beid im ‘that case, as in the subsequent casc 
of the Louisville aud Nashville Raliroad Oom 
pany ve. Robineon, 4 Bush, 507, that the im-

Adhering tw the 
law, as thus expounded by this court, we are 
of the opinion that the court did not err 
in rejecting the rule contended for as recog- 
nized in some of the Eagiish and American 
cases to which we have beeu referred. 

It is further insisted that the court should 
nave instructed the jury that if there was a 
neglect of duty on the part of Filbem, as 
well as the section boss, in tailing to canve 
the removal of the tec, the pilaintifl could 
not recover. This waa not the law if the 
section boss or some other agent of the com- 
pany than Filbem was alowe guilty of wiliful 
negligence, causing the deatn of the latter, 
alihough, in his own «phere, be may have 
been guilty of some negiect of duty, (Louis 
ville and Nashville Railroad Company vs. 
Robinson, supra ) 

But there is anotber, and, we think, fatal 
objection to the action of the courtia 60 ia 
-tructing the Jury as to make the question of 
willful negligence depeud ov the knowledze 
or belief of the road-master, or section boss, 
as to whether the trce was decayed and subd 
ject to fall or be blown dowa across the track, 
and bis failure, though *0 apprised, to re 
move it. These were facts trom which the 
jury migut Lave Inferred will ul neglect, but 
toacy cid not necessarily covstiiate it. 
Whether or not willful neglect is the same as 
gross neglect, or, in any Case, more or les 
culpable; it must, we think, involve cither 
an ‘intentional wrong or such @ Treckies 
dierevard of security and rightas to imply 
had faith.” and the court seheuld have éuv- 
stautially so informed the jury. 

Whercore, for the reasons indicated, the 
judgment is reversed and the cau-c remanded 
tor a new trial, and further procce lings not in- 
cousis tent with this oplulon.

\ Few Words About the Greet Frau. 

‘“Mack,’’ the Washington correspondens o/ 
tLe Clocior ati Enquarer, says of the Fiftecash 
ulncuco ment: 

Writing sowe time ago about the Fifteentn 
umnendment, and ‘he publication of its pro- 
wuigaUon by the State Department at an early 
day, I said it would be declared « part of the 
(orstitution before the lst of March.

It would take 
mouths to make up the case, and perhaps 
more (hau a year to decade it And they Koow 
little of human batare who believe that four 
milhons of peeple once endowed with the 
right of suffrage could be estopped in the ex- 
ereise of that right, acd remitted to lasting 
cisfranchireme:t by the mere opinion of a 
— e of mone men. The curtailment of 
ruflrage bas never beev accomplished exerpt 
by revoiutionr—aend this, too, entirely inde 
pendent of the means by which the right was 
vorwgivally conferred.
